To help 
managers make decisions is the purpose of an MIS. 
Information- Information is different from data. Data is raw 
facts and figures. Information is classified and interpreted 
data placed into a meaningful context that will be used for 
decision making. The information must be both relevant and 
newsworthy. g 

System- A system is a set of elements (people, equipment and 
concepts), which are integrated to attain a mutual objective. 
A well-designed system is synergistic, which means that all 
elements of the system work more effectively together than 
they would independently. 

m An MIS will aid managers in making better decisions 
because the information utilized will be of better quality, 
more timely, more selective and more available in the proper 

format. This allows the manager to do more than extinquish 
fires. He or she can make a decision before the fact, instead 
of relying on post facto reporting. 

> An MIS allows managers access to 3 types of information: 
1. Historic information- reflects past periods, 

2. Control information- reflects the current period, 

3. Planning information- represents the future. 

An MIS will also allow the manager to analyze "what if” 
situations. This is called simulation. Simulation is the 
process of manipulating information to forecast different 
alternatives prior to making a final decision.
